her two Sons Cleobrand Biton, 
ſeeing, and knowing that thetr 
Mother muſt not goe on foote & 
that there were no other beaſts 
to be gotten, yoked themſelves 
and drew the Chariot,with their 
Mother tothe Tempie:cuery one 
praiſed them greatly for it, and 
fayd, they deferued tobe recom- 
| penced 
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penced with greatrewards, After 
the Feaſt ended,theirMother de- 
firing to requite their kindneſſe, 
with tearesbeſoughtthe goddefle 
TI »zs,togive hcr children the beſt 
gifts the Godscould give to their 
Friends, which theG oddefſepro- 
miſed ſhe would doe before the 
next morning : lhey going ta 
fleepe at night, were the next 
morning both found -dead, then 
their mother bitterly wept, and 
complained of the Goddeſle ; | 
the Goddeſle fayd, ſhee had no 
cauſe to complaine.for ſhcee had | 
given her that ſhee did demaund | 
and I haue at thy inſtance given 
thy Children (quoth ſhee ) that 
which wee hold moſt deare |: 
which is Death? For the greateſt | 
revenge we take of our enemies, | 
1s to let them live long,and the  ! 
belt thing wee can give to our | 
friends.
